These graphic leaf shaped shields were worn by 
young men between the ages of 15 and 18 during 
the dances that led to their initiation ceremony, irua. 
The ring portion was slipped onto the left arm and 
the shield rested above the elbow. The inside portion 
features concentric carved serrated bands that are 
common to most ndome shields. The outer side has 
carved patterns and colours that show their territorial 
affiliation. Once the young men became warriors, 
they would use the same pattern on their war shields. 
The shields were heirlooms and were passed down 
in the family. The designs were often scraped off and 
repainted by successive generations.

This rare belt or adornment was published in the addendum to the book African 
Forms, pp 11.

The Konkomba 
men (a sub-group of the Mossi) of Ghana or Togo, dressed almost entirely in costume 
composed of long strands of cowrie shells. The shells covered their helmets, hung 
from their quivers and encircled the waist.

The Douala people were brought to Suriname as 
slaves. This introduces the question of whether the 
artist was born in Africa and was exposed to African art.

STORAGE BOX DATED 1804 


A new years or new season's (end of winter, 
beginning of spring) sakazuki (sake cup), shaped as 
an oni (demon) mask. These kind of sake cups are 
referred to as “oni wa soto, fuku wa uchi” (demons 
out, happiness in). The Japanese symbolically drink 
sake from these cups to chase demons and bringing 
in happiness to their home and family. 


There is a festival known as “setsubun” (3rd of 
February) that uses the same principle (oni wa 
soto, fuku wa uchi) during which beans are thrown 
outwards their home to get the demons out (oni are 
scared of beans). 


This item comes with an old storage box dated 
"Bunka 1st year (1804) New Year's eve”.

It is said that this type of Kamo dokkuri (duck shaped 
sake bottle) originated in Toyama prefecture with 
Kosugiyaki in 1816. The production ceased in 1908. 
Analysing Kosugiyaki kamo dokkuri reveals a certain 
combination of glazes that were systematically used : 
an "ameyu" or "tetsuyu" glaze forthe body combined 
with a copper green neck / a celadon glazed neck / 
a white ash straw glazed neck or bluish neck (bottles 
of later date).... And some were completely covered 
with an iron brown glaze. 80% of the bottles has a 
hollowed out glazed kodai (stand ring) while 20% 
has an unglazed pale ochre flat kodai. 


This bottle has nothing in common, except the Kamo 
dokkuri shape. The piece also looks older than 
1816. The lavender glazed neck has never been 
seen on Kosugiyaki vessels. Likewise, the kodai has 
nothing of Kosugiyaki features; it has a dark brown 
stoneware clay never seen on Kosugiyaki dokkuri. 
Note also that all features of this kamo dokkuri are 
in look and feel to be dated into the 18th century. 
Only carbon C testing can give a definite answer. 
However, this type of testing would provide us a 
time range (if not before 1870, still discussable) and 
last but not least one has to drill holes into the piece 
in order to get an extraction and this would seriously 
affect the value of this tokkuri. 


When it comes to attributing a kiln of production, we 
think of Etchu Seto, also based in Toyama prefecture. 
Anyway, this tokkuri might be a forerunner of 
Kosugiyaki kamo dokkuri, meaning that the history 
might be subject of a revision. By precaution we 
date it to the 18th ....early 19th century. 


During Civilisations, we show an interesting selection 
of shuki (sake vessels) which can be considered 


among the oldest when related to type referencing.

Rare, early Edo period, old Bizen sake bottle in shape of 
a wild duck (kamo dokkuri). Using the popular shape of 
a double gourd, this twisted variation with two dents at 
the bulbous neck, is abstractly resembling a wild duck, 
known from the iconographical canon of ink paintings: 
The wild duck lifts its head to the sky while probably 
crying for its flock. 


While there are many gourd-shaped sake bottles 
known and documented today, the wild duck-shaped 
type seems to be less prominently presented in public 
collections. The Freer Gallery of Art in Washington 
holds a younger, early 19th-century example by Edo 
period potter Terami Enkichi (?-1838). However, 
the here presented work exemplifies that this type 
of tokkuri was at least known from as early as the 17th 
century - a period in Bizen pottery, known for its free 
creativity and open-minded spirit to experiment with 
new types of shapes and forms. 


The bottle bears a kiln mark on the flat base which can 
also be found on older works from the Momoyama 
period. This fact and the extraordinary quality of the 
shape and glaze speaks for a creation of this bottle 
in one of the major pottery production sites of Bizen. 
On a finely textured, reddish-brown clay, the surface 
shows many yellow spots, called "sesame" (goma), and 
some parts of molten ash glaze, running downwards 
in amber-colored streams and eventually gathering in 
crystallized glaze drops (bidoro). There are also linear 
traces of rice straw stems, which are adding a graphic 
element to the lively and rich ash glaze. 


The tokkuri comes in a fitted wooden box with a 
certifying inscription by art historian and ceramic 
specialist Katsura Matasaburö (1901-1986), dating this 
piece to the early Edo period.
